present time the eyes of thousands in 


Canada and the United, States, 
as well as in ihe British 
Isles and on the continen: of 
Europe are anxiously scanning 


the map of the world in the \search for 
new fields, where their energies may 
find scope; and where with opportuni:- 
ies such as were enjoyed by their fath- 
ers, they may repeat wheir success. 
There must be fertile soil, there must 
be a suitable climate, there must be 
ihe possibility of building up a moderna 
Civilizaiion; and ihe conditions must 
be such that the labor can reach ihe 
land; or in other words land musti be 
cheap. The Canadian Northwest con- 
tains the largest unbroken area of 
country on the continent or in the 
world iulilling all these conditions. 
In its thousand miles of plains 
which irom ihe Lake of the 
Woods to the Rocky Mountains, Can- 
ada is able to ofier land to vhe Jand- 
less of the contineat and of the world. 
Not that these plains are altogether 
uneccupiel, Lor twenty years pmsi, 
and isre, settlement has been drift- 
ing in and scattering far and wide 
prairies. These were years 
and too often of dis- 
appointment, when unexpecied condi- 
ucons were met with, and disastrous 
results felt. But this year, over all 
that vast stretch of territory the only 
complaint of the farmers and ranchers 
is that ihe railways have not suffi- 
cient rolling stock io move the returns 
of the past season before the beginning 
of the next. Whatevee doubt there 
may have heen as to the suitability (of 
the Canadian Northwest settle- 
ment that doubt is set at rest; by the 
successive yields of previous years and 
by the crowning glory of the past year. 
It is not to be expected that every 
season will be the same. There have 
been bad years in the Northwest and 
there will be bad years. But as the 
conditions Lave become better ander- 
stood the badness has been minimized 
and the good has been increased. while 
an occasional bumper year such as that 
last gives solid assurance as 
co possibilities that would not othar- 
wise have been believed. The fact of 
the grain production of the past sea- 
in Manitoha and the Northwest 
is that a -ceriain number of farmers 
have produced a greater value of 
wheat, oats and csaitle for sale than 
any other equal number anywhere 
else in the known world. This is the 
best possible answer to the question: 
Does the Northwest produce wealth. 
The Northwest is not all alike in its 
Wheat growing is ihe} 
oe part, cattle 
ravehi ¢ of another, and mixed farm- 
ijg,—ihe growth of grair ard live 
stock toge:her—of still another. Speak- 
ing roughly the southeasieru parts of | 
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shot for a similar offence, 


the Territories and Maniioba are | 
wheat growing, the southwestern part 
of the Territories is ranching, and the 
ucrthern pert of the Territories is 
mixed farming country. Differ- 
ences of soil, climate and other oondi- 
iions are the causes of these differ- 
ences in agriculture in the va rious sec- 
tions, But ii is safe to say that ‘in no 
other equal area in the world is there 
an equal possibility of the produciion 
of wealth from the soil, whether by 
one branch of agriculture or another. 


The conditions which render a coun- 
iry suitable for mixed farming are; 
Abundance of water and fuel, cheap 
buiiding material, good grass for pas- 
ture and hay, a fertile soil, a suffi- 
cient rainfall and a climate giving an 
assured and adequate seasoa of grow- 
th. The presence of all these condi- 
tions is not absolutely necessary in 
the case of a purely wheat raising. or 
a purely grazing country. The ab- 
sence of one or other of themi is wha; 
makes one region better adapied for 
wheat than cai‘le or better for cat- 
tle than wheat. But the presence of 
all is needed to fit a‘country for mix- 
ed farming. All these conditions are 
found from end ip ead of the Saskai- 
chewan valley, and gave io that region 
many years ago the name of jhe Fer- 
tile Belt of Canada.

The following is the speech from the 
throne; ' 
Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of 

Legislative Assembly; 

I have much pleasure in welcoming 
you to the third session of the tenth 
legislature. 

Since the last meeting of the legis- 
lature our province has been honored 
by a visit of theic Royal Highnesses 
the Duke and Duchess of Cornwall and 
York. The people of Manitoba were 
much gratified by their presence,

everywhere displayed. I feel sure that 
their visit will confirm and strengthen 
the ties uniting the motherland and 
the colonies, and that great good will 
result therefrom. 


The abundant harvest vouchsafed by 
providence has been a source of great 
prosperity to the province.

I regret to state that the federal 
government have, notwithstanding the

decided (co reintroduce it, in the expec- 
tation thait a measure purely provin- 
cial in its character, and urgently call- 
ed for, will not again be disallowed. 

Your judgment will be asked upon 
some othec measures of public import- 
ance. ( 

The public accounts and the reporis 
of the several departments wili be 
submitted to you. The estimates for 
the current year will be laid before you 
at an early date, and you will find that 
ihe estimates of expenditure have 
veen prepared with a due regard to 
economy ana the requirements of the 
public service. 

I feel confident that you will give 
your earnest atienttion to the measures 
brougbé before you, and that your de- 
liberations will be conducted solely in 
the interest of the public weal. 

I trust that the blessing of God ‘will 
rest upon your labors, and that the 
measures adopted will contribute to 
the welfare of the province,

Manitoba wheat market has been 
fairly active on the days when ‘the 
Amezican markets were strong, and 
dull when they were tbe reverse. The 
highest prices for the week were on 
Monday. when I northern for delivery 
last half January touched 7ic in siore 
Fort William. Since then the price 
has gone back to 70c. January deliv- 
ery and 2 norihern 67c, and yester- 
day the best price was 701-4c and 
67 1-4c, January delivery. Some busi- 
ness has been done for May delivery, 
principally at 751-2c, 1 northern, and 
721-2c 2 northern in store, Fort Wil- 
liam. No. 1 hard is worth 73c. Duluth 
prices the same as Fort William. 
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Country wwheat.-A number of 
the country markets are closed, ow- 
ing to want of storage accommoda- 
tion, and buyers have been with- 


drawn. Prices to the farmer, where 
buying is possible, range from about 
54e to 58c per bushel, according to 
quality and rate of freight.

The first point ‘o strike an observer 
is the *otal absence of Galicians from 
both the original deputation and the 
consequent indignation meeting. This 
is to say the least worth: of note. If 
out of the 25,000 o: those people resi- 
dent in the Canadian West not one 
was found to demand either ihe es- 
tablishment of public schools or the 
pratection of his language and relig- 
ion in such schools, when other neople 
were so worked up on the subject, it 
argues either inconceivable apathy to 
their own interesis ur that other reo- 
ple were rosking themselves unneces- 
sarily busy about ‘heir affairs. 

The Bulletin would beg respectfully 
to suggest that the best place to start 
an agitation tor schools for Galician 
children is gmongst Galician 
parents. That when such an ai- 
tempt bas meen properly made 
and has. failed will ove time 
enough to Commence a process of edu- 
cation in pauperism by relieving them 
from él responsibility or even choice 
in the matter of the education of their 
children. }€ nothing better can be 
done possibly tha* would be better 
than nothing, but it would be very 
much betier that they should become 
educated in the ordinary duties and 
privileges cf free citizendship by as- 
suming the ordinary responsibility for 
and cost of the education of their 
children than thai they should be put 
on the level of ludians without any of 
the circumstances which are held io 
justify such a course in the case of the 
India,n, 


The question of language and re- 
ligion can also best be setiled in the 
same field. When the Galicians them- 
selves insist on the teaching of their 
language and their religion in their 
schools will be Lime enough to get up 
a. fight on the subject. If the Galicians 
are the successful settlers they are 
represented to be, why this agitation 
about special schools for them? The 
climax of education is success. If they 
really are successful, that faci argues 
that they have the right kind of edu- 
calion to start with and the means 
to secure such other kind as they may 
desire to add to it, under the ordinary 
laws of the country, Until it has been 
thovoughly demonstraied that the 
Galicians must be dealt wiih differ- 
ently from other people in ihe matter 
of education, to deal differenily with 
ihem is to increase differences which 
it should be the object of ali govern- 
nent action to minimize. Once it has 
been demonstrated that the Galicians 
must be dealt with differently from 
olier people even in the simple neces- 
sity af education, the strongest pos- 
etble case against their admission io 
the country oa any terms bas been 
established. With a population of 25,- 
000 to deal with, it would be welt for 
all parties interested to proveed sau- 
tiously, at least until they are sure of 
their facts. Facis appear to be what 
all and sundry of the parties mani- 
festing such deep interest in the Gali- 
cians ate short on, and on none 
more so than the question of religion, 
the very question that is the cause of 
the trouble.

NEW MILLS FOR VERMILI 


An era in the progress of the devel- 
opn-ent of the Peace river valley’ isi ‘to 
be 1aarked by the erection at anarly 
dats: of a lumber and flour mill there 
by the Hudson’s Bay Co. The mill will 
be -ocated at the company’s post at 
Veruiilion, about 240 miles down the 
Peae from the Landing. The H. B. 
Co. have long bad an important posi 
established here, doing a harge fur 
and trading business. Of late years, 
how ver, ~he exterprise of the pioneer 
has sought even in this remwte valley 
pasture for cattle aud fertile land for 
cropping. It is in part to meet the 
charging conditious created by the 
preswmice of the farmer and the rai- 
cher and ia part to enable the Co. to 
supply their oorthern posts with flour 
and other necessaries without the cost 
and ‘aconvenience of importation that 
the company have decided to erect the 
mill mentioned. It is probable top 
that the movement indicates the inten- 
tion of the company to be early on the 
ground and in preparation for the ad- 
vent of the development which is now 
comiaonly anticipated at no distant 
date for the Peace river country. 


Th3 lumber mill wil! include a shing- 
le mill and planing mill, thus making 
a complete establishment for- the 
manitfacture of all ordinary building 
mat¢rials. The country is well tim- 
beret’ in parts and possesses the same 
facilities for handlirg 2s is found 
along: the Saskatchewan. 

The flour mill will include all the 
aecessary apparalus for the manu- 
facture of first class flour by the 
roller process. The feasibility of rais- 
ing wheat in th: country is sufficiently 
proven by the fact that Lawrence 
Bros. have been operating « grist mill 
in connection with their saw mill at 
Vermilion since 1885. 

In connection with the mill an elec- 
tric light plant will be operated for 
lighting purposes.

We 
saw how they imade ice out of sali, 
ammonia ,et¢e., and then were enier- 
tained at lunch by ithe company, and 
ate the tongue, tia, ete. We were 
each given 4 souvenir, represeniing a 
ham, attache’ io a maple leaf pin. 
Mr. Speers, government immigration 
agemt, accompanying the excursion, 
made a fine speech.

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DEATH OF A. R. LANG. 


The Owen Sound Times, of December 
3lst, contains the following mention 
of the death of A. R. Lang, formerly 
of Fett Saska'tchewan, and a pioneer 
of the 70's in this district; 

“It was with deepest tegret that 
friends of the well known Lang fam- 
ily heard of the unexpected decease of 
Mr. Andrew R. Lang, at his residence 
on the McLeod farm, St. Vincent Line, 
yesterday morning. A week ago to- 
day the deceased assisted his brother 
Henry with his work on the ‘Lang 
howestead, and on returning to his 
home was seized with a chiil, which de- 
veloped pneumonia. He continued to 
grow worse till the end came. Weak- 
ened lungs, caused »y a former attack 
of the same disease, contribuied to 
the result. Mr. Lang was the fourth 
son cf the late Dr. Wm. Lang, and 
was korn in Bradford in 1840, from 
which place he came with the family 
to the old homesiead on the Lake 
Shore Line. In 1868 he left for thea 
Northwest, reaching Fort Garry two 
days before the wurder of Scoti by 
Riel. Continuing west he reached the 
Bow river coun! ‘y anit located at Fort 
Saskatchewan, near Edmonton, where 
he vesided: till his return here aboni 
two years age, A wife and three chil- 
dren survive, and have the syuupathy 
of all the community, as have also 
the brothers and sisters, with whom 
deceased was an especial favorite. Dr.
